Mrs. Margaret M. “Waller of Up- 
land was yesterday granted a decree 
of divorce from her husband, Paul 
P. Waller, and yesterday Mrs. Waller 
told in court how she had come into 
possession of the once secret details 
of the love of her husband for Miss 
Rowena Ann Cecile Ross, who former- 
fy lived at San Antonio Heights and 
is now Mrs. Rowena Elsey of Winni- 
peg, Canada. 

Mr. and Mrs. Waller first came to 
Upland when the main line of the 
Pacific Electric was constructed, Mr. 
Waller being in charge of all cement, 
bridge and culvert § construction, 
While here Mr. and Mrs. Waller made 
a host of friends. Several years later 
during the flu epidemic Mr. Waller 
was a victim and the disease teft 
him in a serious condition so he 
came to San Antonio Heights for 
his health, Mrs. Waller working in 
a local store to provide herseff and 
husband with the necessaries of life. 

Miss Ross came to San Antonio 
Heights for her health and _ she 
and Mr. and Mrs. Waller became 
friends. 

In April Mrs. Waller sued her hus- 
band for divorce and friends of the 
Wallers here were greatly shocked 
when the details of the complaint 
were circulated. 

Yesterday Mrs. Waller presented 
the evidence in her possession to the 
court and forthwith was granted a 
decree. 

Waller wrote the “revenge confes- 
sion” to ruin the girl who had loved 
and been loved in secret and who had 
then cast him aside for another. It 
is one of the most remarkable docu- 
ments ever produced in the divorce 
courts here. Waller didn’t write the 
confession for the divorce courts, but 
apparently he knew the risks, for at 
the conclusion he asked, “tell me 
what you think of ¢& all.” Mrs. Waller

the Hmits of the dog-star period, 

It is a mere coincidence that the 
rising of Sirius and the sun occurs 
during the hottest season of the year 
just now, In time, astronomers say, 
it will take place in the midst of win 
ter.
